Callaway said 
This was a far cry from his 
formal statement July 1 that 
“ the volunteer Army proved 
that it was a success” by end­ 
ing the 1974 fiscal year slightly 
over its manpower goal. 
A c t u a l l y . 
C a l l a w a y 
declared the volunteer force a 
success three separate times 


in recent weeks The other two 
occasions came when he 
declared an Armywide holi­ 
day to celebrate the event and 
when he appeared at a White 
House-sponsored news con­ 
ference in the waning days of 
the Nixon administration 
After the last draftees are 
discharged, the Army expects 
less of a turnover in man­ 
power because most volun­ 
teers sign up for longer 
hitches than the two years 
served by conscripts. 
Thus, the Army believes it 
will need fewer volunteers 
each year after next summer 
to sustain its strength 
“ In fiscal year 1976. and for 
as far out as we can re­ 
asonably predict, our needs 
appear to be well within the 
recruiting capacity we have 
alread y dem onstrated.” 
Callawav said 


Assuming the Army can at­ 
tract enough volunteers, its 
official plan is to stress im­ 
proved quality in its recruits 
Callaway said that, during 
the next two ears, the Army 
will attempt to increase the 
number of high school gradu­ 
ates in its enlisted force, de­ 
crease the number of lower 
me ntality re cruits and 
achieve a level of about 10 per 
cent of its enlisted men w ith at 
least one year of college 
behind them. 
Callaway noted that the 
Army has been the “ target of 
some criticism for the in­ 
creased black content” in its 


ranks. 
However, he said the pre­ 
sent black representation, 
about 20 per cent, is not out of 
line. He said recently that the 
Army would try to focus 
greater recruiting efforts in 
the white suburbs but did not 
repeat this in his Senate 
testimonv.

An E m bassy sp o kesm an said a fo rm al 
p ro test wo u ld be filed with the P anam a­ 
nian go v ernm ent becau se o f the d e­ 
m o nstratio n W ed nesd ay . 
An estim ated 300 high scho o l stu d ents 
gathered in fro nt o f the em bassy and fo r 
45 m inu tes p ro tested p eacefu lly . Bu t as 
m o st o f the stu d ents began to leav e, 
so m e o f the gro u p tried to hau l d o wn the 
A m erican flag in fro nt o f the bu ild ing. 
Failing to d o so . the stu d ents sang the 
P anam anian natio nal anthem , bu rned a 
cru d e rep ro d u ctio n o f the U.S. flag and 
threw banana p eels o n the fro nt step s. 
At this p o int fiv e natio nal gu ard sm en 
who u su ally p ro tect the em bassy called 
in reinfo rcem ents bu t they d id no t try to 
break u p the p ro test.

Area couple signs contract with Nashville

“ You don't know what it's 
like to write a song, and think 
it s never going to go anywhere 
... and then, to find it in a real 
publisher's office.“ 
This is how Jim and Margie 
Chapman felt after discovering 
they had sold one of their songs 
to a music publisher 
In June, the Chapmans. Oak 
Tree Manor Trailer Park, took a 
spur-of-the-moment 
trip 
to 
Nashville. 
Tenn.. 
hoping 
to 
peddle some of their country 
music 
songs 
Though 
the 
chances 
are slim 
that 
two 
“ unknowns“ can walk into a 
publisher's office and sign a 
contract the same day. the 
C h a p m a n ’s 
a p p a r e n t l y 
impressed the right people with 
the right kind of music. They 
returned 
to Sedalia with a 
contract from Shurfire Music 
Co., Nashville. 
The 
company 
bought 
“ Someday Has Passed Me By.” 
one of the three songs the 
Chapmans attempted to sell 
The Chapmans, who perform 
locally with the Country Music 
Travelers, have been composing 
music for more than a year. 
Mrs. Chapman takes care of the 
lyrics and Chapman handles the 
music. 
The Chapmans had “ dreamed 
about” going to Nashville for a 
year, “ and then at the last 
minute we just decided to go 
The minute we hit Nashville, 
we 
started 
calling the 
publishers.’’ 
Mrs. 
Chapman 
said. 
She explained that publishers 
usually require tape recordings 
from country music “ hopefuls “ 
However, the Chapmans took a 
chance 
and 
“ gave 
a live 
performance 
right 
in the 
publisher's office with our flat 
top (guitar).” 
Chuck 
Rogers, a 
Shurfire 
manager, spent more than two 
hours with the Chapmans, going 
over the song and advising 
changes The finished product 
resulted in changes to only 
three lines of the music. 
Chapman said he will receive 
royalties from Shurfire on any 
sales, after the song is recorded 
However, no final decision has 
been made by the company as 
to who will record the song, he 
said. 
In addition to their contract 
with Shurefire. the Chapmans 
also signed a contract with 
Broadcasting Music Inc.. a New 
York 
licensing 
agency. 
According to the BM I contract, 
the Chapmans must provide six 
more songs to Shurfire within 
two years. 
While 
in 
Nashville, 
the 
Chapmans 
were 
escorted 
through the Country Music Wax 
Museum by Doyle Wilburn, of 
the Wilburn Brothers Show. 


Shurfire

“ He’s 
just

folk,” Mrs. Chapman said about 
Wilburn, “ he’s not stuck up at 
all.”

Joe’s back 
Namaths lateness 
not news this year 


HEMPSTEAD, N Y. (AP) 
— Joe Namath sashay ed into 
camp abou t the time he u su al­ 
ly does. Late. 
Bu t since more than 1,000 
other play ers were also late 
reporting to their jobs, it 
wasn’t* su ch a big deal this 
time. 
Nanrfath, accompanied by 
his chau ffeu r and his at­ 
torney ’ reported to camp at 
1:15, jEDT, Wednesday . No* 
one ask ed abou t the health of 
the lawy er or the chau ffeu r. 
Namath, the Jets’ inju ry -prone 
q u arterback , said the separat­ 
ed shoiu lder that k ept him ou t 
of most of New York ’s 1973 
games was fine, the bad k nees 
that hav e bothered him 
throu ghou t his career were 
fine, bu t a sev ere hamstring 
pu ll was not. 
Namath inju red himself in a 
bizarre water sk iing accident 
du ring a Febru ary v acation in 
the Bahamas. 
Namath, who is paid an esti­ 
mated $250,000 a season to en­ 
danger his crippled body du r­ 
ing the football season, said 
the hamstring trou ble was 
“going away . I am now able to 
d rop back and do my 
m a ne u v e rs w hile ball- 
handling, bu t I don’t get back 
as fast as I hav e, and it 
bothers me when I sprint 
straight ahead." 
Namath, who said he had 
been work ing ou t twice a day 
at the Univ ersity of Alabama, 
had conflicting thou ghts du r­ 
ing the National Football 
Leagu e Play ers Association 
strik e. 
He said he thou ght abou t 
jdining the Jet pick et lines, 
bu t was dissu aded by his 
lawy er, Jimmy Walsh. Then 
he thou ght abou t splitting with 
the u nion and showing u p at 
camp. 
“Bu t I’m glad I didn’t," 
Namath said. 
Now that the NFLPA has 
told its troops to report to 
camp, Namath ex pects to stay 
here “ u nless som ething 
drastic happens. I’ll do what 
the Association has ordered. ” 
The 31-y ear-old su perstar 


admitted that last season 
might hav e been his last 
season. 
“I gav e it a lot of thou ght at 
the season’s end, when I went 
to Pu erto Rico,” Namath 
said. “I was not happy with 
the way the season went and I 
was hu rt. I had a negativ e at­ 
titu de. Bu t one thing I cou ldn’t 
get rid of at the time was 
wanting to play ." 
There were indications that 
he hoped he wou ld begin his 
10th season with the Jets this 
Satu rday afternoon when they 
! meet their intra-city riv als, 
the Giants. 
Bu t new Jet Coach Charlie 
Winner doesn’t think Joe will 
play : 
“It wou ldn’t be fair to ex ­ 
pect him to be ready to play 
this Satu rday and I won’t tak e 
the gu y s who aren’t ready .” 


And Namath, who is play ing 
ou t the option y ear of his con­ 
tract, hinted that he won’t be 
with the Jets nex t y ear—or 
any body else. 


“If this is my last y ear, I 
want to be free and clear to 
fu lfill all of my commit­ 
ments," he said. “I lik e that 
idea, that if I finish I’ll be free 
of my obligations. As I’v e said 
all along, New York and the 
New York Jets is where I want 
to be.” 


Colonials slap

BOSTON (AP) — The New

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Interest rates for home buyers rising relentlessly 


WASHINGTON (AP> - The 
cost of buying a home, particu­ 
larly the crucial cost of borrow 
ing money, is pushing upward 
relentlessly 
Rising 
interest 
rates 
for 
home buyers were reflected 
Tuesday in the government's 
decision to raise the maximum 
allowable rate on federally in­ 
sured home loans to a record - 
9 5 per cent. 
The rate had been 9 per cent 
for just more than two months 
The increase was twice the 
government’s usual quarter of 
a percentage point adjustment 
Meanwhile, the Senate Tues­ 
day approved a compromise 
$11.3 billion housing and com­ 
munity development bill that, 
among other things, authorizes 
$8 6 billion in block grants for 
urban renewal, model cities, 
open spaces and other commu­ 
nity 
development 
programs 
over the next three years 
The bill also increses from 
$45,000 to $55,000 the maximum 
amount of mortgage loans that 
federally chartered savings and 
loan associations can approve 
It also increases the ceilings 
for KHA insured and VA-guar- 
anteed loans on single-family 
homes from $33,000 to $45,000 
The government's decision on 
the higher interest rate follow­ 
ed two other government re­ 
ports detailing record interest 
rates 
The first showed that the ef­ 
fective rate on conventional 
loans 
those not insured by the 
government—increased to 8 97 
per cent for new homes in duly

In cold cash, the buyer would 
have had to pay his maximum 
permissible one point, or $300 
on a $30,000 loan, and the seller 
would have to forfeit 6.5 points. 


or $1 .950 of the sale price. 
The 9.5 per cent rate would 
still leave the buyer open for 
the same $300 surcharge and 
extract about $940 from the 
seller. 
The change in interest rates 
would boost the buyer’s month­ 
ly payments front about $238 at 
the 9 per cent rate on a $30,000 
loan paid over 30 years to 
about $248 at 9.5 per cent.
